AMONG the saddest words ever 
spoken b y Jesu s were these; 
'B ew are of man.” Spoken b efore 
His disciples, these words ar~, u n­ 
fortu nately. ju stified b y the tragic 
realism of life and history. 
And 
Jesu s was a realist. 
Du ring the qu iet, peacefu l years 
of Victorian optimism, with Hr 
amiab le view of man, and its at­ 
mosphere 
of 
b enevolence, 
we 
wou ld have considered it incon­ 
ceivab le that in 20th centu ry civi­ 
lization whole portions of the 
world cou ld live in few of one 
anotner. 
Jesu s knew b etter. The ancient 
world h*d its own Hitlers and 
Stalins. He foresaw the possib ili y 
of power-dru nken dictators play­ 
ing an international game of chess 
with tiny nations as expendab le 
j pawns. 
Prophetically wise, Jesu s 
knew that someday the erring 
ways of a few might plu nge the 
many into decadent chaos. 
Bu t Jesu s was not despairing. 
He said, “How mu ch is a man b et­ 
ter than a sheep!” And He com­ 
pared lost and fallen man to a lost 
sheep, declaring that the good 
shepherd 
was 
more concerned 
ab ou t the missing memb er of his 
flock than the 99 sb eep safely in 
the fold. 
This is realism tinged with op­ 
tim istic faith. For man at his b est 
is good, and there is plenty of 
evidence of the goodness of man 
It is a consoling thou ght that 
Jesu s considered man capab le of 
redemption. 
Moreover, it is a 
comforting fact to know that Jesu s 
gave His very life to redeem his 
icllowmen. • 
The recollection of His sacrifice 
makes it profou ndly necessary for 
u s to see man es Jesu s did, b oth at 
his worst and b est. By taking in­ 
ventory of the evil in hu man lifC, 
we can b etter recognize false phi­ 
losophies and wrong pu rposes. 
The sad words of Jesu s, “Beware

Bu siness activ ity in Tex as end­ 
ed the first half of 19 50 at the 
highest postwar lev el, after an 
almost u ninterru pted ris*’ *— 


past y ear according to a report 
to The Herald from the Univ er­ 
sity of Tex as Bu reau of Bu siness 
Research. 
After adju stment for seasonal 
v ariation, the Bu reau ’s index of 
bu siness activ ity stood at 235 per 
cent of the 19 35-19 39 base per­ 
iod, or 12 per cent abov e a y ear 
earlier. The av erage for the first 
six months of 19 50 was eight per | 
cent abov e the eamparativ e lev ­ 
el of 19 49 . 
In comparison with the first 
half of 19 49 , av erages 
for 
the 
first six months of

were 
higher 
for fiv e 
of 
the

components. 
Urban bu ilding per­ 
mits, adju sted for price changes, 
registered a 6 4 per cent climb 
du ring the first six months of 
19 50; electric 
power 
comsu mp- 
11 per cent; indu strial power con­ 
su mption, nine per cent; 
retail 
sales, adju sted for price change, 
six per cent; and miscellaneou s 
freight carloadings, two per cent. 
Cru de petroleu m produ ction for 
the first half of 19 50 was down 
two per cent from the similiar 
period of 19 49 , and cru de oil ru ns 
to stills av eraged eight per cent 
below a y ear earlier. 
The first indication that 
the
